PSC Approves Suplemental Gas Supplies 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — A move which might 
prevent future curtailments of natural gas to customers 
of the Indiana Gas Co was made by the Indiana Public 
Service Commission Wednesday. 
The PSC approved the request by the Indiana Gas to 
purchase supplemental gas supplies 
The action would have the effect of adding about 18 
cents to the monthly bill of an average non-heating 
customer and nearly $1 a month to the residential 
customer with gas 
Authorization granted was for the purchase of 1.5 
million cubic feet of natural gas supplies at intrastate 
rates which are higher than the normal pipeline costs 
Indiana Gas, which serves customers in 42 counties, 
announced earlier this month it was reducing supplies to 
"nonfirm” customers by about 40 per cent because of 
curtailment from pipeline sources 
Such customers have contracts which authorize the 
cutoff of service when supplies are short. They usually 
are companies but also include schools and hospitals. 
Each normally has an alternate source of fuel.

He flicks the machine 
on if he hears anyone outside 
his door at unexpected times, 
tells the “dog" to quiet down 
and quickly dials the nearest 
police precinct.

telephone and blows it directly 
into the speaker if she receives 
an obscene phone call. 
One elderly man carries two 
billfolds with him when he goes 
outdoors, one with his money 
and the other empty, to hand 
over docilely if he is held up 
Since holdup men tend to run 
away without examining their 
loot, the victim figures he can 
reach safety before the crim i­ 
nal discovers he’s been tricked. 
These and sim ilar ideas are 
part of a street safety course 
for the elderly taught by the 
social services departm ent of 
the Long Island Jewish Hillside 
M edical C enter in this New 
York 
City 
suburb 
Hospital 
authorities hope it will serve as 
a model for institutions and 
social service departm ents in 
other communities. 
Social w orker Charles Cohen, 
who helps run the course, says

should carry a few $1 bills and 
coins for shopping in a special 
change purse and keep their 
wallets out of sight.
